New Law to Put 
Curb on Photo 
Solicitors Here 
Photographers who send pret­ 
ty girls out among patrons of 
cafes and other public spots or 
who solicit business on the streets, 
will have to get a license and pay 
a fee for the privilege this win­ 
ter, under terms of an ordinance 
given first reading by city coun­ 
cil Wednesday evening. 
Those engaging in this trade 
must first call on the chief of po­ 
lice, who, after investigation, will 
grant the license on payment of 
a $5 fee if all requirements are 
met. 
In this manner, the city will be 
able to control the photographers. 
The measure does not apply to 
established photographers with 
permanent places of business 
here. 
A stiff penalty, carrying a max­ 
imum of a $300 fine or a jail term 
or both, is provided.

NEW CLAUSES ADDED 
The new clauses provide that 
the army restore the streets which 
will be dug up for the sewer line, 
to their original condition and 
the city waived claims for dam ­ 
ages providing the army ac­ 
quires the land by purchase or 
by condemnation. Under the per­ 
mit. the army will assume respon­ 
sibility for injuries or damages 
caused by construction of the 
new line.

In Desert Area, to Be Resumed Saturday

Blue and Red armies were rest­ 
ing on their laurels today follow­ 
ing spectacular clashes in what 
army leaders termed the great­ 
est sham battles ever staged by 
the American Army. Resump­ 
tion of the mimic warfare, with 
new tactical problems to come 
up for study, is set for Saturday. 
The battle got away to a spec­ 
tacular and roaring start Mon­ 
day with Blue paratroopers stag­ 
ing a lightning raid on a Red 
army airport. The action was the 
first incident of the war games 
which will rage through “Little 
Libya” for the next two months. 
HUGE BATTLE BEGINS 
Later the armored spear-heads 
of Maj. Gen. Homor C. Brown’s 
Red army got into contact with 
the Blue army at many points 
in the passes of the low desert 
mountains and the major battle 
was on. 
Closing phases of the battle 
were described in press dis­ 
patches as follows: 
From mountaintop observation 
posts the military observers saw 
bombing planes and artillery of 
Maj. Gen. Robert C. Richardson’s 
Blue forces stop a rampaging Red' 
army on the salt flats of Danby 


dry lake in the heart of the Colo­ 
rado desert. 
The battle raged over a five- 
mile front with every armored 
car and 
jeep 
participating— 
churning clouds of salt froin the 
lakebed battle area. 
The bombing planes roared low 
over the waves of attackers scor­ 
ing “hit” after “hit” in the judg­ 
ment of trained observers. 
BOMBERS OPEN UP 
The first attack against the 
Blues—defending the vital rail 
center of Freda—was by infan­ 
trymen riding in half-tracks, ar­ 
mored cars and bantams. When 
the attack appeared to be at its 
highest pitch, the Blue bombing 
planes appeared to play their part 
and umpires ruled the attack suc­ 
cessful. 
The infantrymen withdraw and 
a tank attack was launched by 
the Reds as a counter-blow. But 
this time tiie Blufs sent their 
artillery into action and the um­ 
pires’ decision was that the tanks 
had been stopped. 
Losses in both attacks were 
adjudged slight, for the attack­ 
ers were so deployed that no one 
shall or aerial bomb could have 
disabled more than one vehicle, peak last year was 188 students.

He be­ 
came a carpenter by the appren­ 
tice system, and understands his 
trade as all craftsmen used to 
understand and 
practice the 
trades they had learned. He did 
not become a craftsman by the 
process of deciding that he would 
buy a hammer and a saw and be 
a carpenter, or buy a Stillson 
wrench and become a plumber. 
Knowing his craft as an individ­ 
ual workman, he eventually be­ 
came a successful general contrae- 
tor. 
Mr. A. is one of the ‘‘middle- 
class’’ about which I have risen 
to remark in this column many 
times in recent weeks. He could 
not get material; he could not 
get men to work for him; he 
could not be sure of promised de­ 
liveries,and he found it difficult 
to bid on a market where rising 
prices made quotations uncertain 
and where a delay in the accept­ 
ance of a bid might place him in 
a position of having to carry out 
a contract at a personal loss. 
Mr. A. turned therefore to his 
craft. He applied for work to a 
large contractor, holding the con­ 
tract to build a government proj­ 
ect closely connected with the 
war, and not very far outside the 
boundariesof Riverside County. 
He applied for work as a fore­ 
man, which his experience ob­ 
viously fitted him, and was told 
that there might be an opening 
for him in that capacity, but that 
he would have to wait a few days 
for the decision. Being a typical 
American, Mr. A. suggested that 
he be put to work at once as a 
carpenter. 
The first day he appeared for 
work, he discovered in the group 
to which he had been assigned 
several men who had worked for 
him when he himself was a con- 
to remark however that politics 
will only be adjourned and such 
incidents as this eliminated, when 
the rising tide of opinion among 
tractor.

Announces Lower 


Prices On Lamps 
Another substantial reduction 
affecting the list prices of G-E 
Mazda flourescent lamps and 
costs of wartime lighting, effec­ 
tive September 1, has been an­ 
nounced by General Electric’s 
lamp department. This price re­ 
duction, ranging from 12 to 17 
per cent on individual G-E Mazda 
flourescent lamps affected, marks 
the seventh major reduction in 
four years. 
The price reduction, made in 
the face of rising cost trends in 
other commodity lines, is attrib­ 
uted to a combination of new 
manufacturing economies, recent 
technical developments, and in­ 
creased use of the product in war 
industries. 
They also point to 
such additional consumer bene­ 
fits as the increased light output 
and extended burning life of to­ 
day’s G-E Mazda F (flourescent) 
lamps. As in the past, the new 
reduction in price is made in 
accordance with the company’s 
policy to immediately pass such 
savings along to consumers. 
The popular 40-watt white G-E 
Mazda L lamp, for example, now 
gives five and one-half times 
more value for the lamp dollar 
than it did in 1939. It is said 
to give 12 per cent more light 
and to last 66 per cent longer 
than it did then. At its new 
price it will list for only 95 cents 
instead of the present SI. 15 price. 
In 1939, this lamp was listed at 
$2.80. 
Other lamp types to be reduc­ 
ed on September 1 by G. E. in­ 
clude three G-E Mazda H (mer­ 
cury) lamps, each widely used 
for wartime lighting in manu­ 
facturing plants, as well as the 
popular 40-50 and 60-watt house­ 
hold filament-type G-E Mazda 
lamps. The latter will list at 10 
cents each instead of the 13-cent 
list price.

Life Story of Bill Hay, of Radio 


Fame Told by Hollywood Columnist 


One of Palm Springs' more prom inent citizens, W illiam G. (Bill) 
H ay, noted radio announcer, m anager and entertainer, was the 
recipient of additional fam e recently w hen he drew top spot and 
practically all of the rest of Zuma Palm er's column in the Citizen- 
News of Hollywood. 
Mrs. Claude G otlbehue brought the article concerning Bill 
H ay, who m aintains a hom e here, to The Desert Sun office. It fol­ 
lows:

Bill H ay got 
into radio by 
chance. 
“There w as no netw ork 
broadcasting 19 years ago,” said 
th e form er Amos ‘n’ A ndy an ­ 
nouncer w ho is pleasing m any lis­ 
teners over K H J w ith his daily 
readings from the Bible. 
“West- 
inghouse had KDK^V in P itts­ 
burgh and KYW in Chicago. 
A 
station w as built in Colorado but 
reception of Mid-W est program s 
w as unsatisfactory, probably be­ 
cause of th e m ountains between. 
A Chicago engineer drew an arc 
on a map. 
Should a relay station 
be built a t G rand Island or at 
H astings, Neb.? 
The la tter town 
w as selected and th at w as w here 
I came in.” 
H ay w as treasurer of th e piano 
and furniture store w hich occu­ 
pied 
the 
highest 
building 
in 
tow n. “W estinghouse p u t in a 
studio 
for 
test 
broadcasting,” 
continued Hay. 
“Someone was 
w anted 
w ho 
knew 
som ething 
about music. 
I had taught voice 
and directed a chorus, so I was 
elected. T hen they w anted some­ 
one who could talk intelligently. 
It was suggested th at I could do 
th a t too. 
Well, I did everything 
b u t sweep up and sometimes I 
did even th at.” 
In 1928 Hay w ent to WGN, 
Chicago, w here he was com bina­ 
tion 
m anager 
and 
announcer. 
W hile there he m et Charles Cor- 
rell and Freem an Gosden. 
He 
announced 
their 
program 
on 
w hich they w ere known as Sam 
and H enry. W hen they moved to 
WMAQ, as Amos ‘n’ A ndy, Hay 
w ent, too. 
In addition to w ork­ 
ing with them, he had several 
program s o f his own, one of 
B ible readings and another of 
Scotch songs and stories. “Be­ 
cause Scotch is som ething like 
low D utch,” said Hay, 
“many 
G erm an cam e to enjoy the lat­ 
te r series.” 
It was in Chicago that H ay met 
th e girl to whom he has been 
happily m arried for 27 years. He 
w as singing professionally in a 
q u artet in the church w hich she 
attended. They lost the only child 
th ey had. 
“She is a splendid ac­ 
com panist,” rem arked Hay. 
“If 
you should pass our house in 
Palm Springs m ost any evening, 
you would hear musical noises. 
If I should stop singing in the 
m iddle of a song to go for a walk 
around the block, Mrs. H ay would 
be w aiting to pick up right where 
I had left off. Singing gives a r­ 
tistic esthetic and physical joy.” 
H ay w as born in Dumfries, 
Scotland, one of eight children. 
H e was th e only living m em ber 
of his fam ily who did not settle 
in Canada. 
“I had planned to be 
a civil servant in India,” he ex­ 
plained, “but a brother told me 
w h at a w onderful country the 
U nited S tates was. I came here 
and get m y naturalization pa-

W hen 
Ihad the money I could not get 
aw ay,” he explained. “My two 
brothers have been back. 
One 
w anted to see the tw o story home 
which had a fireplace in every 
bedroom but only one bathroom. 
The fireplaces w ere never used, 
so they only m ade the rooms 
colder. 
My other 
brother, 
a 
prom inent resident of Toronto, 
visited the former headm aster of 
the academy the eight of us a t­ 
tended. 
The teacher, then 84, 
said to Frank, 'The H ay children. 
Oh, yes. There were Jam ie, and 
Violet and Willie, he was the one 
most interested in sports and 
music. 
Then there w ere,’ well, 
he named us all and told w hat 
each had done except when he 
came to Frank. He deflated him 
by saying, 'But you, I don’t seem 
to rem em ber.’ 
Frank told him

w alked to a w all and pointed him 
out of a picture which hung 
there.” 
If Hay w ere to go back, he 
said among the places he would

STATE DEPARTMENT AT WASHINGTON 


GIVES 13 DAY EXTENSION FOR THE 


FILING OF ALMOND TREATY PROTESTS 


Widespread protest and appeals made by almond growers and 
producers of crops, that may be affected by reciprocity treaties, 
have won from the State Department at Washington a 13-day exten­ 
sion of lim e during which farmers and their organizations may 
prepare and submit briefs for the September 9 public hearing on 
the proposed treaty with Iran, was announced today by D. R. Bailey, 
general manager of the California Almond Growers' Exchange. 


® “The closing d ate for subm is­ 
sion of briefs and application of 
individuals and organizations to 
be heard at the oral hearings 
was originally set for A ugust 27,” 
Bailey stated. 
“We urge all individuals and 
organizations 
w hich could 
not 
subm it briefs or statem ents of 
their view point before A ugust to 
do so im m ediately.” 
These negotiations entail a pos­ 
sible fifty per cent reduction of 
the existing tariff on almonds. 
Growers are deeply concerned be­ 
cause the estim ated 1942 domes­ 
tic crop alone w ill produce con­ 
siderably greater volume 
than 
consumed in the United States 
last year. 
Bailey announced that fourteen 
farm er 
cooperatives 
m arketing 
more than ninety per cent of Cal­ 
ifornia’s m ajor processed crops 
have joined w ith the Almond 
G rowers’ Exchange in opposition 
to the proposed treaty as it af­ 
fects ail farm products a t least 
indirectly. 
The national Farm 
Bureau, 
Grange 
and 
Farm ers’ 
Union w ill also participate a t the 
hearing. 


• Cecil Will Protest 


D irector W. J. Cecil of the 
State D epartm ent of A griculture 
will subm it a brief and appear at 
the hearing in behalf of th e pro­ 
testing 
growers. 
Many 
rural 
cham bers of commerce have join­ 
ed w ith the agricultural units of 
the 
m etropolitan 
cham bers 
in 
supporting the 
growers 
before 
the State D epartm ent. 
“We recognize world conditions 
and th e difficult position of the 
State D epartm ent in internation­

relations.” 
Bailey 
stated. 
“However, that departm ent has 
long since recognized and sup­ 
ported the growing of protected

crops. 
The 
d epart­ 
m ent 
of A griculture 
has 
fre­ 
quently conceded their economic 
value in making us a self-sustain­ 
ed nation and in their elim ina­ 
tion of price-w recking surpluses 
through crop diversification.

Why, 1 thought that place 
had been taken over by the army. 
I didn’t know 
they were operating normally.” 
Of course, newspaperm en being w hat they are, 
none of these rum ors will find their way into print 
because no good new spaperm an ventures into type 
without checking and rechecking first. 
But if the 
sam e opinion prevails among the non-newspaper 
people, and it undoubtedly does, the rum or will 
spread, for 110 check will be m ade there. 
But Palm Springs people should have no trou­ 
ble in liquidating this rumor. The answ er is ready 
m ade. 
Sure, the arm y came here. The arm y didn’t 
ta k e over Palm Springs, but it came here for the 
sam e reason th at attracted people in the past and 
should a ttra ct them more than ever this season. 
The arm y cam e here for three reasons. 
Im­ 
p o rta n t posts w ere established here because of 
th e security of this area, safe from surprise at­ 
tack. The army is building one of its largest hos­ 
pitals here because Palm Springs is healthy. And 
both are here because Palm Springs is easy to 
reach. 
When you combine security and climate with 
accessibility, it’s an unbeatable combination. 
So Palm Springs should tell its friends else­ 
w here that the Village has not become an army 
post, that it is still doing business as one of the 
healthiest winter resorts, that it is eager and able 
to take care of its guests as before. 
If the arm y thinks that Palm Springs is the 
ideal spot, secure, with a salubrious climate, and 
e asy to reach, th at should be enough for the civil­ 
ians. 


THE ARMY OKAYS WOMEN 


Women are just as good as men on most flying 
jobs—and sometimes better. T hat is the opinion of 
Major Earl Johnson, commanding officer of 2500 
American women pilots. 
These women aviators, 
who deliver m aterials and planes and ferry pas­ 
sengers away from the combat coastal areas, com­ 
prise a tenth of the Civil Air Patrol enrollment. 
A booklet prepared by the W ar Department 
for American troops in England says this of Brit­ 
ish women in uniform: “British women have prov­ 
ed themselves. 
They have died at gun posts and 
as one has fallen another girl has stepped directly 
into the position and ‘carried on.’ There is not a 
single record of any British woman in uniformed 
service failing in her duty under fire. 
When you 
see a girl in uniform with a bit of ribbon on her 
tunic, rem em ber she didn’t get it for knitting more 
socks than anyone else in Ipswich.” 
Such praise from the Army is not lightly giv­ 
en—and is well earned. 


I “Dug Out 
if 


ALL OUT FOR VICTORY 
N ew spaper go all out for Victory! 
This is the theme of National Xenswaper 
Week which will be observed throughout the coun­ 
try October 1 to 8. 
A nnouncem ent to this effect is made jointly 
by H arry A. Lawson, publisher of the Eagle R ock 
Sentinel, and I). D. Durr, chairm an of the Los An­ 
geles Newspaper Publishers’ Association, co-chair­ 
m en for the Weeklies division and the Dailies divi­ 
sion, respectively, of theNational Newspaper Week 
com m ittee of the California Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association of which the Palm Springs Sun is a 
m em ber. 
“ The fires of freedom will never burn out so 
long as th ey are fed with printers ink,” declares 
M. P. Small, publisher of the F eather Basin Bulle­ 
tin and president of the California Newspaper Pub­ 
lish ers’ Association. 
With staggering losses in personnel and in­ 
c re a se s in production and distribution problems as 
SL result of the W’ar, Calfornia newspapers really 
h ave gone all out for victory as attested by words 
o f high praise from leaders in the innumerable War 
drives for the unlimited support given by the home­ 
to w n press. 
Official report of Al. G. Boss, chairman of the 
P r e s s and Publicity Commission of the American 
Legion to its 24tli annual convention in Los An­ 
geles recently is no t only typical, but corroborative. 
A brief excerpt: 
“The press of California, even with limited 
space, due to the vast volume of W ar news and 
o th e r timely m atter, still continues to offer their 
colum n space to us in generous m anner. We can­ 
not thank them enough for this help in publicizing 
o u r p ro gram .” 
Many new spapers, in this time of decreased 
reyenues and shortage of labor, have taken on the 
added work and expense of sending the new spapers 
free to the m en from their communities in the serv­ 
ice. Four Riverside county new spapers have tak ­ 
en on this additional expense and are bearing th§ 
co st by them selves. 
They are T he D esert Sun of 
Palm Springs, the Banning Record and Herald, 
and the Coachella Submarine. 


ADMISSION DAY 
On Septem ber 9, 1850, Congress passed a bill 
adm itting California to statehood. 
Not quite three years later—July 14, 1853— 
Commodore M atthew C. Perry of the U.S. Navy 
m et the Lord of Toda on Kurihama Beach, Japan, 
and gave him President Fillmore’s letter to the 
Emperor, which resulted in a treaty of peace and 
amity th a t gave American ships access to Japanese 
ports and opened commercial relations between 
the two countries. 
In the light th a t this bloody w ar casts against 
the background of American history, those events 
of long ago stand out in new significance as Cali­ 
fornians prepare to observe their S tate’s Admis­ 
sion Day. 
To most congressm en of the time, Califor­ 
nia’s admission to the Union—coming in a “free” 
S tate—w as just one of a series of compromise po­ 
litical arrangem ents in the bitter struggle between 
opponents and supporters of slavery for legisla­ 
tive power. 
To all but a few w esterners of dar­ 
ing imagination, California was just a remote wild­ 
erness, im portant only because gold could be min­ 
ed there. 
No man could have foreseen that America’s 
peaceful opening of feudal Japan to Occidental 
commerce would result in Jap an ’s incredibly rapid 
development into a first-class power, openly dedi­ 
cated to the conquest of the United States and the 
seizure of the Pacific Coast. 
Defeat of the United States, it goes without 
question, would bring perm anent loss to the West 
to fast-breeding hordes of Japanese, would bar the 
United States from the Pacific and reduce her to 
the humiliating condition of a subordinate nation. 
But the grow th of this California industrial 
and agricultural empire, outstripped in speed J a ­ 
p an ’s rise to military greatness. California, as the 
decades passed, made the nation “West-minded.” 
On that Admission Day, 92 years ago, began the 
long chain of events—acquisition of Alaska, Hono­ 
lulu, the Philippines; development of the Pacific 
N orthw est; the building of the Panam a Canal; the 
creation of a transcontinental railway netw ork— 
that have welded power in the Pacific that will de­ 
stroy the Japanese menace for all time. 
California’s Admission Day of 1942 may well 
be her proudest!

vost m arshal's office, speaking for 
the arm y, em phasized the neces­ 
sity of co-ordination of arm y and

Explain Delays 


In Sending Mail 


To U.S. Soldiers 
t 
Although the army postal serv­ 
ice has delivered millions of let­ 
ters to soldiers throughout the 
world, some mail is being un­ 
avoidably delayed or returned to 
the sender because of erroneous 
or insufficient addresses, it has 
been pointed out by army pub­ 
lic relations officers. 
Mail addressed to soldiers out­ 
side continental United States 
should show: 
1. Grade and name, plus army 
serial number if known. 
2. Letter or number of com­ 
pany or organization and the reg­ 
iment or separate battalion to 
which soldier belongs. 
3. Army postoffice number, 
care of appropriate postmaster. 
For example: 


“Private John J. Doe (Army se­ 
rial number). 
“Company B. 
“212th Infantry. 
APO 801 e/o Postmaster. 
“San Francisco, Calif.” 
The name and address of the 
sender should be in the upper left 
corner of the envelope, and space 
left for indorsements of forward­ 
ing agencies if necessary. 
It is stressed that the location 
of an overseas station should not 
be used and there should be no 
reference in the letter which 
might associate the APO number 
with the geographical location of 
the unit. 
Before leaving for foreign serv­ 
ice, soldiers are given APO num­ 
bers for mail to be sent in care 
of postmasters of designated cit­ 
ies. 
These numbers should be 
used to avoid delay in locating 
the units of the addressees. 
Mail addressed to army person­ 
nel at posts, camps or stations in­ 
side the United States should 
show the same information, ex­ 
cept that the postoffice address 
of the place should be shown, 
preceded by the APO number
